The  S.F.  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors  last  month  unani¬ 
mously  voted  to  start  on  the 
funding  for  the  Neighbor¬ 
hood-Initiated  Improvement 
Program  (NIIP).  Thus  the 
Brotherhood  Way  Multi-Pur¬ 
pose  recreation  area  is  on  its 
way  to  becoming  a  reality  — 
almost.  Although  we  sup¬ 
posedly  will  get  the  $15,000 
for  the  project,  we  now  need 
some  community  input  for 
ideas  on  the  design. 

On  January  15  at  7:30 
p.m.,  the  Planning  Commit¬ 
tee  will  hold  its  monthly 
meeting.  Besides  Mitchell 
Anderson  from  the  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Bicentennial  Cele¬ 
bration,  there  will  be  a  rep¬ 
resentative  from  the  Volun¬ 
teers  to  Beautify  Our 
Schools.  This  organization 
specializes  in  assistance  and 
advice  for  planning  and 
designing  parks.  There  will 
be  a  slide  presentation  on 
previous  parks  built  by  other 
communities.  Hopefully,  this 
can  serve  as  a  catalyst  and 
make  us  start  thinking  about

To  the  People 


K  M  LINES  TO  BE 
EXTENDED  TO  BART 
BALBOA  STATION 

Within  the  next  year  and  a 
half  both  the  K  —  Ingleside 
and  the  M  —  Ocean  View 
streetcar  lines  will  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  provide  a  direct 
connection  with  the  BART 
Balboa  Station,  according  to 
Rino  Bei,  Muni’s  Transit 
Improvement  Program. 

The  City  Public  Utilities 
Commission  last  month 
unanimously  authorized  bid 
calls  for  the  laying  of  new 
track  on  the  two  lines.  Other 
improvements  are  also 
under  way. 

The  M  line  will  be  extend¬ 
ed  easterly  from  its  present 
terminus  at  Plymouth  and 
Broad  Streets.  New  track 
will  be  laid  along  the  one- 
block  end  of  Broad  Street  to 
San  Jose  Avenue,  thence 
northeast  along  San  Jose  to 
the  Geneva  Avenue  turn  into 
the  Muni  Metro  Center,  and 
make  a  loop  past  the  BART 
Balboa  Station. 

The  K  line  will  continue 
east  on  Ocean  Avenue, 
across  the  Freeway,  and 
turn  into  the  BART  Balboa 
Station  area  at  San  Jose 
Avenue. 

The  project  will  be  the 
first  Muni  track  extension  in 
38  years,  Mr.  Bei  said.  The 
last  track  extension  involved 
the  L  —  Taraval  line  to  the 
zoo. 

The  contract  will  also 
include  re-railing  on  West 
Portal  Avenue  between 
Twin  Peaks  and  St.  Francis 
Circle,  as  well  as  instal¬ 
lation  of  underground  power 
facilities  to  replace  the  old 
and  unsightly  overhead 
cables.  This  work  has  been 
completed  on  the  present  M 
line. 

Costs  of  the  new  projects 
are  estimated  at  $443,000.

HCI  OFFERS  HOME 
IMPROVEMENT  AID 
IN  OMI  AREA 

There  is  a  recent  new 
interest  in  conservation  of 
housing  and  preservation  of 
neighborhoods.  The  San 
Francisco  Development 
Fund,  a  California  non-profit 
corporation,  is  engaged  in 
an  exploratory  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  neighborhood  preser¬ 
vation  techniques  and  of  the 
relative  value  of  induce¬ 
ments  other  than  direct 
public  subsidy  in  stimulat¬ 
ing  voluntary  home 
improvement  by  home- 
owners  in  older  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  neighborhoods.  This 
demonstration,  called  the 
Housing  Conservation  Insti¬ 
tute  (HCI)  is  now  being 
carried  on  in  Westwood 
Park  bounded  by  Ocean, 
Faxon,  Monterey  and  Ply- 

City  College  Buys 
Safeway  Site 

The  San  Francisco  Com¬ 
munity  College  District  re¬ 
cently  purchased  the  Safe- . 
way  property  on  Ocean  and 
Plymouth  Avenues. 

The  building,  when  re¬ 
modeled,  will  house  carpen¬ 
ter,  electrical,  painting  and 
plumbing  shops  and  an 
equipment  and  supply  ware¬ 
house  to  serve  the  entire 
Community  College  District. 
Occupancy  is  scheduled  for 


mouth.  The  program  may  be 
extended  to  additional 
requesting  neighborhoods. 

A  premise  of  the  demon¬ 
stration  is  that  property 
owners,  lenders  and  the  City 
have  interests  in  the 
maintenance  of  neighbor¬ 
hoods.  Each  of  these  can 
and  must  be  an  actor,  in  his 
own  interest,  in  preventing 
and  correcting  deferred 
maintenance  and  obsoles¬ 
cence  in  homes,  neighbor¬ 
hoods,  and  larger  city 
surroundings. 

A  complaint  is  made  that 
lenders  fail  in  their 
maintenance  responsibilities 
by  redlining  areas  of  high 
deferred  maintenance,  pre¬ 
venting  their  restoration  by 
denying  reasonable  access 
to  credit. 

The  HCI  demonstration  is 
designed  to  address  this 
complaint  and  provide  a 
vehicle  for  lending  institu¬ 
tions,  within  the  limits  of 
their  own  self-interest,  to 
lead  the  other  actors  in 
restoring  sound  property 
conditions  in  city  neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

HCI  helps  homeowners  to 
plan  and  make  home 
improvements.  At  their 
request,  HCI  provides  with¬ 
out  cost: 

1.  An  examination  of  the 
home  by  a  private  construc¬ 
tion  counselor  and  a  confi¬ 
dential  report  of  his 
findings,  including  recom-

The  acquisition  and  re¬ 
modeling  of  the  Safeway 
store  saves  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Community  College 
District  and  the  taxpayers  of 
San  Francisco  approximate¬ 
ly  one-half  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  construction  for  a 
new  building. 

The  Safeway  property  pro¬ 
vides  the  college  with  136 
additional,  off-street  parking 
stalls,  of  which  at  least  116 
could  be  assigned  for  stu¬ 
dent  parking. 

Prior  to  the  purchase  of 
the  Safeway  property,  the 
college  consulted  OMI,  West- 
wood  Neighborhood  Associ¬ 
ation  and  Sunnyside  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Association  regard¬ 
ing  its  acquisition  of  Safe¬ 
way. 

The  college  is  concerned 
with  its  surrounding  com¬ 
munity  and  has  sought  the 
community’s  help  with  this 
project.  Marshall  Reeves, 
OMI  representative,  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  SFCCD  a 
statement  of  support  by  the 
OMI  community  for  the 
purchase  of  the  property, 
with  the  stipulation  that 
OMI  be  consulted  on  the 
remodeling  and  landscaping 
of  the  area.

Dialogue 

With  Assembly  Speaker  Leo  McCarthy 


The  people  who  represent  the  interests  of  California’s 
millions  of  organized  working  men  and  women  consider  the 
1975  session  the  best  labor  Legislature  in  the  State’s  history. 

At  long  last,  California  farmworkers  were  granted 
collective  bargaining  rights  and  brought  under  the 
protection  of  the  State’s  unemployment  compensation 
system. 

We  enacted  important  improvements  in  the  State’s 
disability  insurance  and  workmen’s  compensation  pro¬ 
grams,  raised  the  maximum  in  unemployment  insurance 
benefits  from  $90  to  $104  a  week,  and  secured  the  fund  which 
pays  them. 

Legislation  was  enacted  which  outlaws  the  employment  of 
professional  strikebreakers  and  prohibits  a  person  from 
seeking  employment  as  a  professional  strikebreaker. 

We  enacted  curbs  on  the  unfair  use  of  injunctions  in  labor 
disputes. 

We  outlawed  homework  in  garment  production  in 
California  and  extended  full  workers’  compensation 
coverage  to  household  domestic  workers  and  gardeners. 

Both  houses  passed,  and  the  Governor  signed,  long- 
sought  legislation  prohibiting  employers  from  keeping  any 
portion  of  tips  left  by  customers  from  restaurant  and  other 
service  employees,  an  act  which  will  add  $200  million  to  the 
income  of  California  workers. 

The  rights  of  injured  workers  were  enhanced  by  measures 
requiring  employers  to  notify  workers  injured  on  the  job  of 
their  entitlements  to  disability  benefits  and  allowing 
employees  to  choose  their  own  physicians  after  the  first  30 
days. 

California  labor  leaders  have  hailed  passage  of  a  $950 
million  state  bond  program  designed  to  help  the  California 
housing  construction  industry  out  of  its  doldrums  by 
providing  low-interest  loans  to  middle  and  low-income 
families. 

Important  consumer  protection  and  voting  reform 
measures  were  strongly  supported  by  organized  labor.  A 
newly-enacted  law  requiring  packaged  food  items  to  be 
individually  priced  in  supermarkets  equipped  with  elec¬ 
tronic  scanning  devices  was  supported  by  the  Teamsters 
and  the  AFL-CIO. 

But  a  significant  labor  measure  —  collective  bargaining 
rights  for  public  employees  —  was  only  partially  resolved  in 
1975.  Legislation  establishing  a  new  collective  bargaining 
mechanism  covering  public  school  employees  became  law, 
however,  a  comprehensive  process  covering  all  public 
employees  still  remains  to  be  achieved.

Vi  lb.  sliced  Jack  cheese 
*/4  lb.  Cheddar  cheese  grated 

Mix  hominy,  sour  cream  and  dash  of  Worcestershire 
sauce,  and  place  V2  mixture  in  buttered  casserole;  add  layer 
of  Jack  slices  and  Vi  chiles;  add  remainder  of  hominy 
mixture,  layer  of  Jack  and  rest  of  chiles  and  sprinkle 
cheddar  over  top.  Bake  at  350  degrees  for  about  30  minutes 
until  gently  bubbling.  Can  be  made  a  day  in  advance 
Cooked  rice  could  be  substituted,  but  do  try  the  hominy.

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Dissension  On 
Bus  Parking 

The  San  Francisco  Munici¬ 
pal  Railway  is  looking  for  a 
site  on  which  to  house  its 
busses.  A  team  of  experts 
has  looked  over  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  carefully  and  recom¬ 
mended  five  separate  loca¬ 
tions  to  Muni  General  Mana¬ 
ger,  Curtis  Green.  One  of  the 
suggested  sites  is  the  South 
Reservoir  located  on  Phelan 
Avenue  directly  across  from 
City  College  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

City  College  President  Dr. 
Washington,  Riordan  High 
School  Principal  Father 
John  E.  McEnhill,  S.M.,  and 
a  representative  from  Lick- 
Wilmerding  met  with  Curtis 
Green  in  November  to  dis¬ 
cuss  Muni’s  plans  regarding 
the  South  Reservoir  as  a 
possible  site  and  to  make 
clear  to  Mr.  Green  that  the 
housing  of  busses  across 
from  three  schools  would  not 
serve  the  surrounding  com¬ 
munity  well  and  would  have 
an  adverse  effect  on  the 
three  schools. 

At  the  meeting  Green 
stated  that  the  other  four 
locations  do  not  seem  as 
feasible  as  South  Reservoir, 
but  he  would  not  predict  the 
final  outcome. 

Dr.  Washington  feels  that 
the  entire  OMI  community 
may  be  called  upon  to 
support  the  position  of  the 
three  schools  which  em¬ 
phatically  oppose  Muni’s  oc¬ 
cupancy  in  South  Reservoir.

MEALS  ON  WHEELS 
HELPS  SHUT-INS 

A  whole  day’s  balanced 
nutrition  for  only  $2.00  is 
being  wheeled  up  to  the 
homes  of  those  who  need  it 
most  in  the  OMI  community 
and  Parkmerced. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels 
community  nutrition  pro¬ 
gram,  started  1  -Vi  years  ago 
in  this  area,  is  still  operating 
from  St.  Francis  Episcopal 
Church  on  San  Fernando 
Way  at  Ocean  Avenue.  The 
city-wide  project,  sponsored 
in  this  neighborhood  by  the 
OMI  Ecumenical  Parish, 
began  service  here  a  year 
ago  last  May. 

The  balanced  diet  consists 
of  a  hot  entree,  bread  and 
dessert  for  the  principal 
meal;  a  sandwich,  salad  and 
fruit  for  the  second  meal; 
and  cereal,  juice  and  milk 
for  breakfast.  Food  is  pre¬ 
cooked  and  individually 
packaged. 

Lucille  Tobiassen,  OMI 
District  Coordinator  for 
Meals  on  Wheels,  says  there 
are  no  requirements  or 
restrictions  for  this  service. 
Enrollment  is  based  only  on 
need  and  is  possible  on  a 
regular  basis,  for  specific 
days  of  the  week,  or  tempo¬ 
rarily  during  periods  of 
illness  or  following  hospitali¬ 
zation.  Meals  are  delivered 
by  volunteer  drivers  five 
days  a  week.  There  is  no 
delivery  on  weekends  or 
holidays.  Money  is  collected 
on  Fridays.

Lucille  at  585-4978.  Volun¬ 
teers  can  include  teenagers.
